Muaſter, and no ſmall beating of the brain, attain at laſt to 
che underſtanding onely of a little at the beginning of each 
Authour, then for a Schollar in the ſpace of two or three 
1 Years at the moſt to become a liying Dictionary to him» 
felf, to know the words, underſtand their Idiotiſms, and 
remember the phraſes not onely of thofe ſeyen.; but all 
other Authors? It is a certain truth, that no Schollar can 
underſtand any Authour, except he firſt underſtand the 
phraſes of the Authour, which muſt be done either by the 
Maſters teaching or his own induſtry, by noting or culling 
of chem out; the which, with what expence of time, 
and wearineſs both of minde and body, let the com- 
mon complaint of all men teſtifie. But on tlie contrary, 
the pleaſure and delight which after the Phraſes and Idio- 
tiſms be underſtood, is taken in the reading of Auchours, 
cannot be expreſſed: I can produce thoſe of my Scholars, 
who having learned over my Book twice or thrice in one 
year, according to the method and order preſcribed, have 
been able to underſtand moſt Claſſick Authors, and as oc- 
cafion was offered, ſpeak or write in their very Phraſes;
